fo r go v erno r witho u t the su p ­ 
p o rt o f the regu lar Demo crats 
led by May o r Richard J. Daley . 
Few p erso ns believ ed that 
W alker’s majo r camp aign 
p lo y —a 1,200-mile, meandering, 
hand-shaking hike thro u gh Il­ 
lino is—wo u ld 
p ro du ce 
mo re 
v o tes than blisters. 
Bu t Walker wo n the March 21 
p rimary and a Chicago news­ 
p ap er p o ll ranks him a fav o rite 
to whip Rep u blican Go v . Rich­ 
ard B. Ogilv ie in the No v ember 
electio n. 


"I'm go ing to camp aign sev ­ 
en day s a week,” Walker said 
in an interv iew. “The walk p u t 
me in shap e to endu re it.

Wallace had been p araly zed 
fro m the waist do wn since he 
was sho t at a camp aign rally in 
Lau rel, Md., Mo nday afterno o n, 
Bu t his camp aign manager said 
Tu esday night the go v erno r has 
“so me slight sensatio n in o ne 
leg.” 
The enco u raging news came 
as Wallace was receiv ing wo rd

Wallace, who has been heav i­ 
ly sedated since u ndergo ing 
fiv e ho u rs o f su rgery Mo nday 
night, awakened briefly to be 
to ld o f his p rimary v icto ries. 
Aides said Wallace’s wife, 
Co rnelia, gav e him the news; 
he no dded and grinned. 
“He kno ws he has wo n bo th 
states,” camp aign 
manager 
Charles Snider relay ed later. 


“And he’s v ery hap p y .” 
Snider said the v o tes in 
Mary land and Michigan were a 
mandate to go o n: “We’v e go t 
to co ntinu e.” 
Meanwhile, Arthu r Herman 
Bremer, the 21-y ear-o ld, white 
Milwau kee man accu sed o f 
wo u nding Wallace fiv e times 
with a .38 -caliber p isto l, re­ 
mained in the Baltimo re Co u n­ 
ty jail u nder $200,000 federal 
bail. He was arrested minu tes 
after the sho o ting. 
Snider said the team o f p hy si­ 
cians attending Wallace at Ho ly 
Cro ss Ho sp ital in Silv er Sp ring 
were gu arded in their ex ­ 
p ectatio ns bu t that indicatio ns 
o f reco v ery were imp ro v ing. 
“The X-ray s sho wed the bu l­ 
let which entered the bo dy was 
fired do wn, entered in a do wn­ 
ward co u rse,” Snider said. 
“The X-ray s sho wed the bu llet 
lay against the sp ine p arallel 
with the no se u p ward; this 
wo u ld indicate that the fo rce o f 
the bu llet was largely sp ent be­ 
fo re it reached the sp ine.”

tential fo r a wo rld p o wer sho w­ 
do wn since the Cu ban missile 
crisis a decade ago and threat­ 
ened fo r a while to wreck his 
Mo sco w su m m it. 
Nix o n’s sev en day s in May 
carried no ne o f the sinister 
p lo tting o f Fletcher Knebel’s 
p residential no v el with that 
title, bu t a series o f interv iews 
with White Ho u se aides and ad­ 
m inistratio n o fficials since his 
May 8 anno u ncement disclo ses 
the high dram a o f p residential 
decisio n-making.

sales, bribery o f ho using inspecto rs, 
apply ing co smetic impro v ements to 
o ld ho uses and selling them at inflat­ 
ed prices to po o r families who are 
then faced with impo ssible repair 
co sts. 
The result is that the federal g o v ­ 
ernment has beco me the larg est ab­ 
sentee slumlo rd in America. 
Geo rg e Eo mney , secretary o f 
Ho using and Urban Dev elo pment, 
estimates that the Federal Ho using 
Administratio n will hav e so me $2.4 
billio n in lapsed mo rtg ag es. 
Co ng ressio nally mandated ho me 
o wnership pro g rams in the inner cit­ 
ies fo r the “ neediest’ families no t 
o nly are no t wo rking satisfacto rily 
in certain cities,” he admits, “ they 
are clearly co ntributing to abando n­ 
ment and decay .” 
All o f which must g iv e pause to 
any o ne who believ es that all that is 
needed to cure the natio n’s many so ­ 
cial ills is mo ney . Po ssibly the sheer 
weig ht o f billio ns co uld do it. When 
all the speculato rs and cheats and 
frauds hav e raked o ff all they can, 
eno ug h mig ht be left to trickle do wn 
to the little peo ple. 
But surely there is a better way o f 
do ing thing s. 


“ The inner city ho me o wnership 
pro g ram is a multi-billio n-do llar dis­ 
aster fo r the federal g o v ernment, 
but to real estate speculato rs and fi­ 
nancial institutio ns it is a mo ney 
tree harv ested with little risk. ” 
This is ho w o ne writer describes 
so mething which beg an with hig h 
ho pes fo ur y ears ag o but has turned 
o ut to be o ne o f the g reatest bo o n­ 
do g g les since farmers were paid to 
plo w their cro ps under while mil­ 
lio ns went hung ry . 
On paper it lo o ked g o o d. The 
idea was to enco urag e lo wunco me 
families to buy ho mes instead o f rent 
and at the same time to rehabilitate 
the decay ing central cities. The in­ 
centiv es were v ery lo w do wn pay ­ 
ments and federally g uaranteed and 
so metimes subsidized mo rtg ag es. 
There hav e been successes. 
Many families hav e mo v ed into g o o d 
ho mes they mig ht nev er o ther wise 
hav e o wned. 
But the successes hav e been o ut­ 
weig hed by an accumulatio n o f little 
ho rro r sto ries—co nniv ance between 
speculato rs and lending institutio ns, 
falsificatio n o f credit rating s, frig ht­ 
ening ho meo wners in racially 
chang ing neig hbo rho o ds into panic

Say ing this is a to psy -turv y wo rld 
is mo re than a fig ure o f speech. At

Years ag o , befo re he was Presi­ 
dent o f the United States, Richard 
Nix o n laid it o n the line with me: 
“ The President must do what he 
thinks is rig ht,” he said. “ If the v o t­ 
ers disag ree, then he wo n’t be Presi­ 
dent ag ain. If they ag ree, then he’ll 
be reelected. But he has fo llo wed his 
co nscience.” In o ther wo rds, the 
President must use his o wn judg ­ 
ment as to what is g o o d fo r the co un­ 
try . If he is g uided by what the me­ 
dia say o r what the Co ng ress de­ 
mands, he is no lo ng er the President 
but an animated puppet seeking ree­ 
lectio n and no thing else. 
President Nix o n is frequently de­ 
picted as the co nsummate po litician, 
feeling the public pulse and acting 
acco rding ly . But in the present cri­ 
sis o v er the Vietnam war, Mr. Nix o n 
has been willing to let the chips fall 
where they may , and let the No v em­ 
ber electio n g o hang . Fo rtunately fo r 
these United States, the majo rity o f 
Americans—as the po lls sho w—un­ 
derstand that he wants to end the 
war witho ut selling these United 
States do wn the riv er. In this he dif­ 
fers markedly fro m the Senato rs 
Hubert H. Humphrey and Geo rg e 
McGo v ern, who hav e lo st lo g ic and 
any co ntact with the sentiments o f 


the American peo ple. 
The President’s stro ng actio n in 
Vietnam, in effect taking the Viet­ 
nam war o ut o f the hands o f the 
striped-pants bo y s in the State De­ 
partment and turning it o v er to the 
military , has left the media g asping . 
Fo r, in the serv ice o f American in­ 
terest, he has been willing to jeo p­ 
ardize his chances fo r reelectio n in 
o rder to preserv e American ho no r 
and co nserv e American interest. 
Had President Ly ndo n Jo hnso n act­ 
ed with the same kind o f awareness, 
the Vietnam war wo uld hav e lo ng 
been o v er. 


In simple terms, what Mr. Nix o n 
was say ing when he anno unced that 
the United States was mining Hai­ 
pho ng harbo r and interdicting mili­ 
tary supplies to the Co mmunists, 
adds up to this: 


This co untry was no t g o ing to 
acquiesce to the Co mmunists by 
standing humiliated befo re the 
wo rld and by allo wing a mo numen­ 
tal slaug hter o f an ally .

Local Viet militia 
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By RAY CROMLEY 
WASHINGTON (N E A )- In the 
end, the battle fo r So uth Vietnam 
may depend o n the lo cal militia—the 
abo minally paid, lig htly armed and 
o ften-derided reg io nal and pro v in­ 
cial fo rces. 
Unless these g ro ups ho ld, So uth 
Vietnam’s reg ular fo rces canno t 
ho pe to stand o ff a determined inv a­ 
sio n attempt witho ut g iv ing majo r 
chunks o f territo ry . But if these lo cal 
militia do pro v ide the irreg ular 
serv ices fo r which they hav e been 
“ trained,” Hano i’s inv asio n armies 
canno t po ssibly prev ail. 
Three y ears back, these lo cal 
tro o ps were no ted fo r their ability to 
patro l to the east o f a v illag e when 
the No rth Vietnamese and Viet Co ng 
were in the west—and to relax in the 
nearest safe hav en. 
To day the lo cal militia hav e do ne 
surprising ly well. On the fring es o f 
the main battles, they hav e picked 
o ff No rth Vietnamese sabo tag e and 
demo litio n g ro ups and slo wed the 
small-unit infiltratio n that has ac­ 
co mpanied majo r No rth Vietnamese 
thrusts. 
These lo cal militia actio ns hav e 
been impo rtant in the battles to 
date—no t crucial. But as the fig hting 
g o es o n, and pro v iding their surpris­ 
ing mo rale ho lds, their spo iling ac­ 
tio ns co uld make the difference be­ 
tween Hano i’s success and failure. 
No rth Vietnam’s armies hav e o ne 
g reat weakness. They are inex peri­ 
enced in co nv entio nal lo g istics. 
Their successes in the past hav e de­ 
pended o n their ability to put the 
supplies they needed in the battle 
area in adv ance o f the fig hting —by 
using g uerrillas to infiltrate in small 
numbers o v er perio ds, say , o f six 
mo nths o r a y ear, g radually building 
the sto ckpiles to required size. 
If air po wer battered the adv ance 
supply units sufficiently , the timeta­ 
ble fo r attack wo uld simply be 
mo v ed to a later date. A three-week 
supply wo uld be deliv ered in nine 
mo nths instead o f six . 
But the current in v asio n is ru n o n 


a so mewhat different pattern. 
Tho ug h so me larg e sto ckpiles hav e 
been built in the bo rder areas and at 
so me po ints within So uth Vietnam 
itself, mo re than ev er befo re the 
No rth Vietnamese are dependent o n 
supply trains mo v ing with an behind 
the main fo rces. 


When these are hit heav ily , the 
No rth Vietnamese must co ncentrate 
o n g etting thro ug h essential ammu­ 
nitio n and replacements, increasing 
their dependence o n lo cal fo o d and 
o ther supplies. In this field, the lo cal 
militia can do g reat damag e to the 
fig hting ability o f the no rtherners. 


The seco nd stag e—wide-scale 
Viet Co ng and No rth Vietnamese 
g uerrilla attacks thro ug h the so uth­ 
ern delta and alo ng the co asts—will 
hit heav ily o n the lo cal militia, Sai­ 
g o n’s main fo rces being fully o ccu­ 
pied with the mainline inv asio n ar­ 
mies. 
These seco nd-stag e No rth Viet- 
namese-V.C. g uerrilla attacks will 
be aimed at cutting the heart o ut o f 
the lo cal structure. Tho ug h it has re­ 
ceiv ed little no tice fo r the past two 
mo nths, armed VC squads hav e 
been cutting do wn v illag e po licemen 
and pacificatio n teams, who se jo b it 
is to build lo cal civ ic, eco no mic and 
self-defense streng th. 
If the lo cal militia can g uard 
these po lice and these teams fro m 
slaug hter while the reg ular armies 
are away fig hting the inv asio n, then 
Hano i will hav e failed and So uth 
Vietnam will hav e retained the 
means to surv iv e. 
But if the lo cal militia fails, and if 
the Co mmunist g uerrilla fo rces are 
able to destro y majo r numbers o f 
po lice, pacificatio n teams and lo cal 
hamlet and v illag e g o v ernments, 
Hano i will hav e cleared the way fo r 
reestablishing its o wn cadres in 
areas where the Co mmunists hav e 
g o n e do wnhill in recent y ears. The 
d o o r will be o pen fo r Hano i to effec­ 
tiv ely rebuild the underg ro und 
stru ctu re necessary fo r ev entual 
su ccess. 


zatio n po licy misrepresent the situa­ 
tio n. The So uth Vietnamese fo rces 
hav e sustained so me defeats. And in 
a few instances, they hav e no t liv ed 
up to ex pectatio ns. But, o n the 
who le, they hav e acquitted them­ 
selv es no bly . The Co mmunists an­ 
no unced at the start o f their massiv e 
inv asio n that they wo uld declare An 
Lo c the pro v isio nal capital o f So uth 
Vietnam o n April 20 . Yet An Lo c still 
ho lds. The So uth Vietnamese, mo re­ 
o v er, hav e destro y ed sev eral o f Ha­ 
no i’s best div isio ns and, no matter 
what y o u read in y o ur daily paper, 
hav e ex acted a tremendo us to ll o n 
the Co mmunists. 
Bey o nd the military aspects o f 
the situatio n in Vietnam, the Nix o n 
po licy can sho w o ther achiev ements 
which the media refuses to reco g ­ 
nize. The mo st info rmed o pinio n 
here in Washing to n is co nv inced that 
the President aid no t act witho ut a 
secret understanding with the 
Kremlin. The So v iets do no t want a 
“ co nfro ntatio n” with the United 
States at this o r at any time. Presi­ 
dent Kennedy disco v ered this during 
the Cuban missile crisis, when the 
Kremlin meekly marched do wn the 
hill when they were firmly to ld that 
any o ther actio n wo uld mean war. 
The No rth Vietnamese threw ev - 
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ery thing they had into their inv asio n 
co nv inced that Mr. Nix o n wo uld no t 
react as he did. They put their last 
manpo wer reserv es into the g am­ 
ble—there are cities and to wns in 
No rth Vietnam which hav e been 
stripped o f ev ery able-bo died male— 
in the belief that the American reac­ 
tio n wo uld co nsist o f hand-wring ing 
and little mo re. In the day s to co me, 
they may take so me real estate, 
much to the satisfactio n o f the me­ 
dia. But the price they will pay will 
be ino rdinately hig h. They miscal­ 
culated militarily and diplo matical­ 
ly . They nev er believ ed that the 
Kremlin wo uld put its o wn self-inter­ 
est ahead o f theirs. They also mis­ 
calculated o n the reactio n o f the 
American peo ple. 
What we are seeing no w is the be­ 
g inning o f the end in Vietnam. In the 
past, bo mbing o f Co mmunist co m­ 
municatio ns was no t immediately 
effectiv e because Hano i was fig hting 
a g uerrilla war. But the tanks and 
o ther so phisticated weapo nry they 
hav e thro wn in are v ulnerable to in­ 
terdictio n. If the American peo ple 
hav e patience, they will learn that 
Mr. Nix o n has trumped their ace.

In the past sev eral mo nths, I 
hav e been quite disturbed to read 
the co mments o f the autho r o f 
“ Lo o king Aro und,” criticizing the 
federal funding o f the Jo hn F. Ken­ 
nedy Center fo r the Perfo rming Arts 
in Washing to n, D.C. The jo urnalist’s 
v iewpo int was that since Dix o nites 
wo uld pro bably nev er benefit fro m 
it, they sho uld no t be fo rced to sup­ 
po rt it thro ug h tax rev enues. 
It is my co ntentio n that the Unit­ 
ed States Go v ernment has taken a 
sig nificant step in the rig ht directio n 
in funding this center. The natio n’s 
capital sho uld hav e an activ e pro ­ 
g ram o f cultural presentatio ns, set­ 
ting an ex ample fo r o ther cities in 
America. Mo reo v er, I wo uld ho pe 
that the Federal Go v ernment wo uld 
appro priate mo re mo ney in the fu­ 
ture fo r the pro pag atio n o f the arts 
in the United States. 
I mig ht po int o ut that many g o v ­ 
ernment pro jects and pro g rams 
benefit o nly a small seg ment o f the 
po pulatio n, mo st citizens nev er be­ 
ing affected by them in any manner. 
Furthermo re, there is no t a natio n in 
the wo rld with any sig nificant cul­ 
tural activ ity which do es no t subsi- 
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dize the ^rts in a substantial way . 
The day s when the perfo rming arts 
co uld be co mpletely suppo rted by 
rich indiv iduals, co rpo rate, o r eccle­ 
siastical patro ns are lo ng in the past. 
Bo x o ffice receipts o nly beg in to 
meet the needs o f increasing ly bur­ 
denso me financial respo nsibilities. 
Neither can fo undatio n g rants ho pe 
to underwrite the to tal co sts. 


It is therefo re my belief that the 
g o v ernment has no t o nly the rig ht, 
but also the respo nsibility to insure 
and adv ance the plig ht o f the per- 
fo rnjinjg arts o f its so ciety . Any na­ 
tio n witho ut these arts is po o r in­ 
deed. The artists, perfo rmers, sy m­ 
pho ny o rchestras, o pera and ballet 
co mpanies, and theater g ro ups, as 
well as the many creativ e artists, all 
deserv e a much hig her place o f im­ 
po rtance than American so ciety 
presently affo rds them. The Jo hn F. 
Kennedy Center, despite its po ssible 
sho rtco ming s, is an o ptimistic sig n 
that there are tho se in po sitio ns o f 
respo nsibility who reco g nize the 
pro blem and are willing to take a 
sig nificant step to wards so lv ing it.

W ASHINGTON (A P ) - Gov. 
George C. W allace has played 
upon a chord of political protest 
that won’t be silenced by the 
bullets that for the present 
have stilled his presidential 
campaign. 
It is a campaign that seemed 
destined to reach its high point 
Tuesday, with the Alabama gov­ 
ernor favored to win the Dem­ 
ocratic prim ary elections in 
M aryland and Michigan. 
But 
W allace 
could 
prove 
more form idable in the weeks 
ahead from a hospital bed, a 
m artyr to his political cause, 
than as an active campaigner 
trying to become a Dem ocratic 
power broker. 
In Maryland and Michigan, 
W allace is sure to enlarge on 
the bloc of presidential-nomi­ 
nating votes that now rank him 
third in the field. W allace has 
210 
votes. 
Sen. 
George 
McGovern leads with 358 first- 
ballot commitments, Sen. Hu­ 
bert H. Humphrey has 241^. 
It appears certain that some­ 
how the 1972 W allace move­ 
ment is going to be continued 


even with the candidate him self 
out of action—that almost sure­ 
ly the effort w ill be made to 
hold his delegates in a force 
that w ill have clout in the di­ 
vided Dem ocratic convention. 
There is no obvious stand-in 
or campaign successor to W’al- 
lace. His was essentially a one- 
man show. There were about 
1,000 people on hand at Laurel, 
Md. when W allace was gunned 
down Monday. No other Demo­ 
crat can turn out that kind of 
crowd for a weekday political 
rally. 
Nonetheless, with the gover­ 
nor out of the campaign, it is 
likely someone w ill stand in to 
represent him as a symbol of 
the mood of protest on the 
Dem ocratic right. 
After Tuesday, W allace ap­ 
peared to have no place to go 
in the prim aries. His name is 
on the ballot for the M ay 23 
election in Oregon and Rhode 
Island, but neither is in territo­ 
ry likely to prove particularly 
friendly. 
His three prim ary election 
victories were scored in the 
South, in Florida, Tennessee, 
and North Carolina. He ran 


strong in losing the prim aries 
in Wisconsin and Pennsylvania. 
W allace is not entered in the 
California prim ary which w ill 
award 271 nominating votes on 
June 6. He talked of a write-in 
campaign there, and had con­ 
sidered the possibility of cam­ 
paigning in New Mexico which 
votes the same day. 
Now a W allace proxy could 
turn up in (me or more of those 
campaign states to seek what­ 
ever support there is to be had 
for the wounded Alabama gov­ 
ernor. 
It is conceivable that Corn­ 
elia W allace, wife of the gover­ 
nor, might stand in for him at 
some campaign appearances. 
There is a precedent. Ineligible 
to succeed him self when his ini­ 
tial term as governor of Ala­ 
bama ended, W allace in 1966 
ran his first w ife, Lurleen, for 
the office. She won, but died of 
cancer before her four-year 
term was over. 
In M aryland, W allace re­ 
turned to the scene of his 
strongest showing in his first 
presidential campaign outing 
eight years ago. He entered 
three Dem ocratic prim aries in

Yet who would expect the Se­ 
cret Service or local police to 
spot every potential assailant in 
a crowd? 
Not George W allace, who 
took the step of adding A la­ 
bama state troopers to the 
corps of federal men who fol­ 
lowed him and still felt “ fully 
aw are of the possibility’’ he 
would be shot. 


And having more agents, said 
Asst. Treasury Secretary Eu ­ 
gene T. Rossides, “ would have 
made absolutely no difference 
in a situation like this.’’ 
At best, the business of candi­ 
date protection is one of reduc­ 
ing the risks. But they never 
are elim inated. Not as long as 
politicians insist on demonstrat­ 
ing their popularity in hand­ 


shaking tours and hoopla ral­ 
lies. Not as long as just a few 
men are w illing to commit a 
violent act, whether it is upon a 
D r. M artin Luther King or a 
George Corley W allace. 
The late Robert F . Kennedy 
told his closest aides that if a 
man wanted to k ill him, he’d 
probably find a way to do it, no 
m atter what. Meanwhile, said 
Kennedy, a man has to take a 
man’s chances. 
But does he? In an era when 
newspapers, television and ra­ 
dio can reach virtually every 
voting man and woman in the 
nation, is it really necessary to 
charge through a mob of mere 
hundreds and thereby subject 
the w ill of the m ajority to the 
whim of a m aniac? 
Or should a man running for 
the highest office in the land 
forego such gallantry, like the 
general who remains at the 
rear line, as a m atter of nation­ 
al interest? 
The notion that m assive face- 
to-face contact is necessary is 
something of an Am erican ex­ 
clusive among democracies. 
Too, Am erica leads the world 
in the number of lethal weap­ 
ons among its citizens and the 
ease by which they can be pro­ 
cured. Remember the great 
gun debate after R FK was 
shot? 
And there were tighter gun 


controls as a result. And for the 
first tim e, m ajor candidates 
were assigned agents before 
the 
nominating 
conventions. 
The Secret Service force was 
nearly quadrupled since that 
day in Los Angeles, now total­ 
ing over 700 agents. But George 
W allace was shot nonetheless, 
as he reached to shake a hand. 
Now the protection w ill be ex­ 
panded again. Sen. Edward 
Kennedy, Rep. Shirley Chi­ 
sholm and Rep. W ilbur M ills 
have been added to the list of 
those under guard. 
The task of guarding the 
Dem ocratic candidates is re­ 
garded as far tougher by most 
agents than that of protecting 
the president and vice presi­ 
dent. In White House travels, 
the routes are known and can 
be carefully advanced. Build­ 
ings are searched in some 
cases, with men posted on roof­ 
tops. 
But the prim ary candidates 
don’t follow such pre-set rou­ 


tine. The Secret Service de­ 
clines to say how many men 
are assigned to each candidate, 
though it could be as many as 
50. No more than eight or 10 
are usually at the campaigner’s 
side at any one time, however. 
At a typical W allace rally, 
four 
Secret 
Service 
agents 
stood on the platform , arms 
folded or behind their back, in­ 
tently studying the crowd as if 
no one were above suspicion. 


Others would be in the au­ 
dience or at the rear of the 
hall. 
When W allace made a major 
speech, at an auditorium or ral­ 
ly, he stood behind a bulle­ 
tproof rostrum. He used it in 
three campaigns in the last 
eight years, and spoke behind it 
Monday at Laurel. But then, 
contrary to his more usual 
practice, he stepped out to 
shake those hands.

1964, losing them all to stand- 
ins for President Lyndon B. 
Johnson, but gaining 42 per 
cent of the vote in M aryland. 
W allace delighted in telling 
his current campaign crowds 
that the chance he might make 
that kind of showing on an 11- 
name ballot this year gave 
Dem ocratic leaders the shakes. 
The former Alabama circuit 
judge promoted his third-party 
candidacy in 1968, and wound 
up 
carrying 
five 
Southern 
states against Humphrey and 
President Nixon. 
He never flatly ruled out an­ 
other third-party campaign this 
year although he indicated it 
was not probable. 
What 
W allace 
seemed 
to 
strive for was to be a man to

with—and,

When fresh rhubarb is plenti­ 
ful and economical, the acid 
leafstalks of this plant can add 
some interesting dishes in 
menu planning. 
Edible rhubarb usually is ei­ 
ther green stemmed or partial­ 
ly red-stemmed and in days 
gone by the plant was regarded 
as valuable spring tonic for 
young and old. Few farm fam i­ 
lies fail to have a rhubarb patch 
and even city dwellers often 
cultivate a root or two since 
productivity is high even in re­ 
stricted places. 
One of my favorites utilizing 
rhubarb is this crisp made 
blending xk cup butter or m ar­ 
garine and % cup sugar thor­ 
oughly. Add 2 eggs and beat 
w ell. Stir in V% teaspoon nut­ 
meg, 2 cups cubes of toasted 
bread and 4 cups cereal flakes 
(corn or wheat). 
Spread half of the m ixture in 
2 baking pans (or 1 large pan) 
and arrange diced fresh rhu­ 
barb evenly over the top. You’ll 
need 4 cups for the recipe. 
Sprinkle rhubarb with 
cup 
white sugar then cover with the 
other half of the bread-cereal 
m ixture. Bake in a 375 oven for 
40 minutes, testing to be sure 
rhubarb is tender. 


This is delicious served warm 
with whipped cream . An inter­ 
esting variation is Rhubarb and 
Banana pudding, made in the 
same manner. However, use 
brown instead of white sugar 
and omit cereal. When the rhu­ 
barb has been arranged over 
the dry m ixture slice 2 bananas 
on top, place remaining half of 
m ixture as above, then sprinkle 
with a blend of 1 tablespoon le­ 
mon juice, 1 tablespoon orange 
juice and 2 tablespoons water 
before baking. Either recipe 
makes 10 servings. 


M rs. Judy Manning of W ichi­ 
ta, Kan., sends along this excel­ 
lent method of preparing Scal­ 
loped Rhubarb. M elt 1 stick (Va 
pound) of butter or m argarine 
and stir in 3 cups cubed stale 
bread. Add 1 cup sugar and 2 
cups diced fresh rhubarb and 
mix very w ell. 


Use oblong greased baking 
pan. Put in rhubarb m ixture 
levelling down and add 1 tab. of 
water in each corner of the pan. 
Bake 45 minutes at 325 degrees. 
Serves 4 to 6.

guidance of a sinister Moscow. 


On the American side, those 
factors contributed to a popular 
picture of a Communist as a 
conspirator 10 feet tall, capable 
of destroying the very founda­ 
tions of American society. 


In the ’20s the United States 
was plagued by postwar strikes 
and disorders. There was a 
widespread tendency to blame 
all the trouble on Communists. 
To be sure, the Communists 
made a lot of noise in praise of 
a strange, alien notion called 
“ Bolshevism.” They also did 
what they could to capitalize on

CAMBRIDGE, Mass. (AP) —

economic woe. They eagerly 
welcomed the blame, since it 
made them out to be more than 
they were. In truth, they were 
weak and confused, a question­ 
able factor in the burgeoning 
labor movement of the era. 
The Russians had their own 
share of miscalculations, m is­ 
conceptions 
and 
misunder­ 
standings. Moscow pictured a 
capitalist America dominated 
by malevolent “ruling circles” 
cruelly suppressing the “ m as­ 
ses” and plotting war on Rus­ 
sia. 
So the cold war, although it 
did not come by its name until 
midcentury, in reality is 54 
years old. It began at a time 
when Americans were engulfed 
in history’s bloodiest war. 
There had been a big reser­ 
voir of American sympathy for 
the Russian people after Febru­ 
ary 1917, when the Russians 
rose in a fury born of hunger, 
suffering and desperation and 
ended 300 years of Romanov 
rule. Under its new provisional 
government, Russia would stay 
in the war against the German 
empire. Americans, fighting a 
war “ for democracy,” needed 
no longer be uneasy about hav­ 
ing the autocratic Czar as an 
ally. 
The Bolsheviks had no part 
whatever in the historic up­ 
heaval in Petrograd that halted 


22 years of incredible misrule 
by Nicholas II All Bolshevik 
leaders had been either in Sibe­ 
rian exile or in hiding abroad. 
But by the time the Germans 
smuggled Lenin back into Rus­ 
sia, the situation seemed made 
to order for the sort of insur­ 
rection and coup Lenin had in 
mind.’ 
After ridding themselves of 
the czar and his unbelievably 
incompetent and corrupt mili- 
tary-governm ent 
estab lish ­ 
ment many Russians proceed­ 
ed to turn liberty into license. 
Russia’s industry and agricul­ 
ture were in ruins. Her people 
and her armies were tired, hun­ 
gry, ill-clothed, uncaring what 
might happen next. 
The political situation was 
chaotic. The Bolshevik takeover 
in November 1917 was made 
easy by the wild ineptitude of 
the provisional government. 
All this meant the end of 
Russia’s part in World War I. 
In March, Leon Trotsky, as 
chief tactician of the takeover, 
accepted a humiliating treaty 


from the Germans. To the Al­ 
lies that indicated that Ger­ 
mans in the east now could be 
transferred 
to 
the 
western 
front. The war would be pro­ 
longed. 
The Allies put strong pres­ 
sure on a reluctant Washington 
to join an intervention, osten­ 
sibly to keep Russia out of Ger­ 
man hands. 
The intervention was never in 
much strength and was an in­ 
significant factor in the civil 
war that followed the Bolshevik 
coup. By the end of 1919, all Al­ 
lied troops were out of Russia. 
But that one event would 
shadow Moscow-Washington re­ 
lations ever after. Moscow nev­ 
er forgot nor forgave the inter­ 
vention. 
Meanwhile the image each 
side had of the other became 
locked-in. Some of the other 
factors that shaped U.S.-Soviet 
relations:

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tion. Its activities supported an 
American conviction that a 
world Communist movement 
under Moscow’s domination in­ 
tended violence to the Ameri­ 
can system. 
—U.S. recognition of the So­ 
viet regime. This did not come 
until 1933, fulfilling President 
Franklin D. Roosevelt’s elec­ 
tion pledge. In return for recog­ 
nition, the regime of Joseph 
Stalin promised a number of 
things including an end to anti- 
American propaganda and sub­ 
version. The promises were vio­ 
lated and, as a contemporary 
commentator put it, relations 
continued 
“ troubled, 
distant 
and devoid of political con­ 
tent.” 
—The Stalin blood purges. 
The spectacle of a parade of 
top 
Bolsheviks 
denouncing 
themselves at show trials, the 
reports of tens of thousands 
being executed and hundreds of 
thousands sent to forced labor, 
left Americans viewing Stalin 
and his party as monsters. 
—The “popular front” move­ 


ment. 
American 
suspicions 
were aroused by Stalin’s direc­ 
tives to Communists abroad to 
join with other parties in unity 
against fascism . Stalin had 
worried 
about 
the 
growing 
strength of Hitler in Germany 
and Mussolini in Italy, and 
about the Japanese threat. This 
was his “ peaceful coexistence” 
campaign of that period. 
—The Nazi-Soviet nonaggres­ 
sion pact. This permitted Hitler 
to attack Poland, 
signaling 
World War II. Stalin moved 
into the eastern half of Poland 
and seized it, permanently. He 
attacked Finland, which resist­ 
ed gallantly for three months 
before bowing to the enormous 
neighbor. Finland had to cede a 
territory as big as New Hamp­ 
shire and M assachusetts com­ 
bined. Still hungry for protec­ 
tive buffers, Stalin sent troops 
to annex Lithuania, Latvia and 
Estonia, the Baltic states. All 
this compounded U.S. feelings 
against communism. 
After the Nazi invasion of the 
U.S.S.R. and the Japanese at­ 


tack on Pearl Harbor, the 
Americans and Russians be­ 
came allies. On the surface 
their relations seemed friendly 
through four years of war. But 
if the first phase of their cold 
war had ended, another one 
was soon to begin. 
Phase 2 of the cold war be­ 
gan when Communist regimes 
were installed in East Eu­ 
ropean nations under the pro­ 
tection of Soviet occupation 
troops. The new phase brought 
Stalin’s effort to bite off north­ 
ern Iran, then an attempt to 
seize West Berlin by a block­ 
ade. It also brought hot war in 
Korea. 
The figure of Stalin cast an 
enormous shadow over U.S.-So- 
viet relations. It also hovered 
over the U.S. domestic political 
scene, making anticommunism 
a potent political weapon. 
Then Stalin died. His passing 
in 1953 posed the possibility of 
a new era in Soviet-American 
relations.

GEO RGE W. CRANE 
CASE T-581: Velma W., aged 
24, wants some medical facts 
about sex. 
“ Dr. Crane,” she began, “we 
have been married 3 years and 
still I am not pregnant! 
“ So I ’d like to know what is 
the best way for a wife to 
conceive if she and her husband 
are both apparently normal but 
still childless. 
“ And how can a doctor 
predict when a baby w ill be 
born, after the woman is 
pregnant? 
“ Why do some mothers bear 
several baby girls but no baby 
boys, while the very reverse is 
true in other fam ilies?” 
Pregnancy Facts 
The womb (uterus) can be 
visualized as resembling an 
inverted pear. 
Add a trumpet vine flower, 
extending from each of the 
upper corners and you have a 
rough picture of the womb with 
its two Fallopian tubes. 
At their far ends, those tubes 
flare out with finger-like 
projections, much like the bell 
of the trumpet vine’s flowers. 
About the m iddle of a 
woman’s menstrual month one 
egg (ovum) usually ruptures 
from either her left or right 
ovary. 
And her ovaries are outside 
the Fallopian tubes. 
The sperm cells of the male 
are also of two kinds and look 
4ike microscopic tadpoles, for 
they 
have 
tiny 
tails 
for 
swimming. 
If a m arried woman has 
contact with her husband 
during the “ pregnancy week” 
of her 
m enstrual 
month, 
millions of these sperm cells 
swim up through the womb; 
then out the Fallopian tubes 
and then swarm all over the 
ovary, waiting for the egg to 
rupture free. 
Fertilization occurs either at 
the ovary or in the out«* one- 
thircT of the Fallopian tube. 
If the sm aller of the two types 
of sperm cells impregnates the 
egg,lhe infant w ill be a boy. 
The larger sperm cell pro­ 
duce* a girl baby. 
Since the female vagina is 
normally rather acid in its 
mois( lining, and acid tends to 
paralyze sperm activity, the 
sm aller or male type of sperm 
may not be able to get into the 
alkaline interior of the womb on 
its wgy toward the ovary. 
This can explain why some 
women have a series of girl 
babies. 
And many apparently normal 
wives who remain childless, 
may m erely need a m ild 
alkaline douche just prior to 
mating. 
For- this alkaline douche 
(heaping teaspoon of baking 
soda in a quart of warm water) 
may thus permit a wife to 
become pregnant when she has 
remained sterile for maybe 20 
years of previous marriage. 
Among cattle raisers, a 5 per 
cent lactic acid douche thus is 
often employed to insure heifer 
(fem ale) calves, for bull calves 
are usually less valuable on the 
farm. 
But the percentage of male 
calves can almost be doubled 
by use of a preliminary alkaline 
douche prior to mating the cow 
and bull. 
The duration of human 
pregnancy can be estimated 
reasonably well by this quick 
medical method: 
“ Count 
back 
exactly 
3 
months from the start of your 
last menstrual period and then 
add 7 days!” 
Thus, if Velm a’s last men­ 
strual period were to begin on 
June 15, then her baby would 
probably arrive about March 
22nd.

The compromise, reached 
near the end of an all-night 
bargaining session, cleared the 
way for final agreement by the 
conferees on a $20-billion higher 
edu cation bill. 
The bill wou ld prov ide a wide 
v ariety of aid for college stu ­ 
dents and the institu tions they 
attend and also establish a na­ 
tional institu te of edu cation to 
foster research on the learning 
process, and au thorize $1.5 bil­ 
lion to help schools deseg­ 
regate. 
In reaching agreement, how­ 
ev er, the conferees softened 
three tou gh Hou se antibu sing 
amendments, 
which 
cou ld 


make it difficu lt to pass the 
measu re on the Hou se floor. 
The 
Hou se, 
by 
two ov er­ 
whelming v otes, has insisted 
the conferees stand by the 
Hou se prov isions. 
The key antibu sing amend­ 
ment agreed to wou ld prev ent 
cou rt bu sing orders, ev en those 
already issu ed, from going into 
effect u ntil all appeals hav e 
been ex hau sted. As adopted by 
the Hou se the prov ision wou ld 
hav e been permanent law. The 
conference agreement pu ts a 
Jan. 1, 1974 ex piration date on 
it. 
Su pporters of the compromise 
hope by that time the Su preme 
Cou rt will hav e fu rther clari­ 
fied the bu sing controv ersy . It 
is schedu led to hear argu ments 
in a Denv er school case this 
fall and a decision is ex pected 
by the su mmer of 1973. 
The agreement also inclu des 


langu age from the Senate bill 
u rging the cou rts to place lim­ 
its on bu sing based on the age 
of the children and the distance 
they wou ld be requ ired to trav ­ 
el.

Walker also contrasts from 
state candidates in previous 
presidential election y ears. 
“I don’t think that whoever is 
the Democratic presidential 
nominee will mean as much to 
niy election as it has in pre­ 
vious y ears. It will mean some­ 
thing, but no as much because 
there are less straight ticket 
voters,” he say s, 
“People today are mainly 
concerned about the man, not 
about party labels,” he added. 
‘‘My present intention is not 
to endorse any Democrat prior 
to the convention,” Walker 
said. Asked whether he plans to 
seek an at-large seat in the D- 
linois del^ation. Walker said, 
“I haven’t decided y et whether 
I want to be a delegate ... For 
that matter, I haven’t been 
asked.”

May 11 showed Walker with a 
wide margin over Ogilvie.

While this latter reason may 
or m ay not imply a lack of con­ 
fidence in the commission it­ 
self, it seems clear that some 
bu sinessmen hav e lost what 
little faith they had in controls. 
Indirectly , this attitu de is re­ 
flected in reports of corporate 
economists that increasing ly 
ex press the belief that inflation 
will be rekindled later this y ear 
and be a seriou s problem in 
197 3. 
After su pporting the imposi­ 
tion of controls as a desperate 
bu t necessary stopg ap, some 
bu sinessmen now seem to won­ 
der why they foresook their tra ­ 
ditional belief that a free m ar­ 
ket is the best m arket. 
Among the more ou tspoken 
critics is Albert H. Cox , Jr., 
chief economist of Lionel D. 
Edie & Co., and form er special 
assistant to Pau l McCracken 
when he was chairm an of Nix ­ 
on’s Cou ncil of Economic Ad­ 
v isers. 
Edie clients, which inclu de 
some of the cou ntry ’s larg est 
companies, hav e ju st receiv ed 
a 
“ confidential 
special 
analy sis” on “ Nix on, Gray son, 
and the ou tlook,” in which Cox 
lam basts the commission. 
Cox implies that it is some­ 
times the commission’s meth­ 
ods rather than its decisions 
alone that concern bu siness 
planners. He specifically cites 
the commission’s “pu blicity ” 
abou t price rollbacks and non- 
compliance. 
The commission, he states, 
“does not hav e the ‘horses’ to 
handle su ch a complex job, and 
it nev er will.” The word “nev ­ 
e r” is u nderlined in the report. 
He conclu des that if “it,” 
presu m ably meaning the al­ 
leg ed inefficiency , “g oes on too 
long , profits cou ld be throttled, 
the u pswing in capital spending 
cou ld be threatened, and u nem­ 
ploy ment cou ld g o hig her in­ 
stead of lower.”

Then, on Wednesday , Thu rs­ 
day and Friday , May 3-5, Nix on 
hu ddled repeatedly in his Ex ec­ 
u tiv e Office Bu ilding su ite with 
his closest adv isers—Kissing er 
and Secretary of the Treasu ry 
John B. Conn ally . 
While Kissing er and his staff 
traced the probable diplomatic 
and m ilitary repercu ssions, the 
tall Tex an assay ed for Nix on 
the likely domestic reaction. 
Connally , who has since dis­ 
closed his resig nation from the 
C abinet, 
firm ly adv ocated 
strong steps su ch as mining . 
Nix on beg an to work on the 
words he wou ld u se to tell the 
American people of his deci­ 
sion. And, after another rou nd 
of meeting s with Connally and 
Kissing er on Friday , the Presi­ 
dent boarded a helicopter for 
the 20-minu te flig ht to Camp 
Dav id. 
On Friday nig ht and Satu r­ 
day morning , Nix on retired to 
nearby Birch Cabin where, sit- 


ting in a hig h-backed, blu e easy 
chair and with his feet propped 
on an ottoman, he dictated a 
draft of his speech from notes 
scrawled on y ellow leg al pads.

learned on Satu rday that, be­ 
cau se of a dictating -machine 
fou l u p, one of the three tapes 
he consu med was mostly blank. 
With 
appropriate 
comments 
abou t the m achine, he dictated 
that portion of the draft ag ain 
from his notes. 
At this tim e, only fiv e or six 
persons in g ov ernment knew of 
the President’s plan. The list 
g rew by one abou t noon on Sat­ 
u rday , when a White Hou se 
aide arriv ed at the compou nd 
to help with the speech. 
According to the aide, who 
wou ld not allow u se of his 
nam e, the President was specif­ 
ic abou t what he wanted: 
“A v ery bu sinesslike, v ery 
factu al, 
short, 
hard-hitting 
speech cu t down to the bare es­ 
sentials.” The aide said he was 
told to call no one for inform a­ 
tion or adv ice. 
The aide then set to work em ­

Dear Dr. Lamb— A number 
o f y ears ago I had a sy mpathec­ 
to my . They made a sev en-inch 
incisio n alo ng the side o f my 
abdo men and cut the sy mpa­ 
thetic nerv es to the blo o d v es­ 
sels to my fo o t. It was necessary 
because I had a fo o t infectio n. 
No w I am hav ing tro uble stand­ 
ing up. When I lie do wn my 
heart rate is no rmal, usually 
belo w 70. When I sit up it is 9 0 o r 
9 5 and when I stand up it is 120. 
If I am up fo r sev eral minutes it 
go es as high as 140 beats per 
minute. I feel my heart thump­ 
ing, get light-headed, am v ery 
shaky , break o ut in a sweat and 
feel nauseated. Is this pro blem 
related to my o peratio n and 
what can I do abo ut it? 
Dear Reader^- Yo u hav e 
what we call po stural hy po ten­ 
sio n which means that when 
y o u change y o ur po sture by 
standing up y o ur blo o d pres­ 
sure dro ps. It can fo llo w an o p­ 
eratio n to cut the sy mpathetic 
nerv es that co ntro l the size o f 
the blo o d v essels in the lo wer 
part o f the bo dy . A similar ty pe 
o f o peratio n was do ne co mmo n­ 
ly a number o f y ears ago in the 
treatment o f indiv iduals with 
high blo o d pressure and imme­ 
diately after the o peratio n mo st 
o f these indiv iduals had pro b­ 
lems similar to the o nes y o u 
cite. 
Indiv iduals who hav e been at 
bed rest fo r lo ng perio ds o f time 
o r tho se who are acutely ill 
hav e similar pro blems. Sev eral 
illnesses and any thing which 
affects the area in the brain 
that co ntro ls the sy mpathetic 
nerv o us sy stem can cause this. 
So me drugs, particularly so me 
o f the tranquilizers, are a fre­ 
quent cause and if y o u want to 
go way o ut, so can weightless­ 
ness. 
' This is the ex act kind o f pro b­ 
lem that co ncerned a lo t o f us as 
a po ssible co mplicatio n o f 
manned space flight. It was 
tho ught the pro lo nged perio d o f 
weightlessness wo uld cause the 
astro nauts to no lo nger be able 
to adapt to the effects o f grav ity 
when they sto o d upright. An in­ 
crease in heart rate, dro p in 
blo o d pressure and ev en faint­ 
ing was o bserv ed in so me o f the 
astro nauts after space flight. 
It is no t po ssible to deter­ 
mine, witho ut a fairly co mplete 
ex aminatio n, all the co ntribut­ 
ing facto rs to y o ur pro blem, but 
I wo uld suggest that if y o u are 
o n any tranquilizing drugs y o u 
o ught to talk with y o ur do cto r 
abo ut eliminating these entire­ 
ly . If y o u happen to be taking 
any medicines to co ntro l high 
blo o d pressure, these to o can be 
a facto r and perhaps y o u sho uld 
talk to y o ur do cto r abo ut de­ 
creasing o r eliminating any 
such medicine. If y o u are no t 
taking any medicine, then y o u 
might co nsider using suppo rt 
sto ckings o r wrapping the legs 
firmly with an elastic bandage 
fro m the tip o f the to e well up 
abo v e the knee. The use o f this 
ex ternal pressure prev ents 
blo o d fro m po o ling in the legs 
and prev ents the increase in 
heart rate and dro p o f blo o d 
pressure.
